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Text: “Now the God of 
peace, that brought again 
from the dead our Lord 
Jesus, the great shepherd of 
the sheep, through the ever- 
lasting covenant,” Heb. 13: 
20. 

Let us consider: 1. The basis of the 
covenant— THE GOD OF PEACE. 
From this we gather that the inclination 
of God, toward the human race, was 
originally what it has been revealed to 
be. In the nature of the God of peace 
there was no ill will toward the creation 
even though it had sinned; He still loved 
it, John 3:16; 1 John 2:2; Romans 5:8. 

2. The activity of the covenant maker. 
“Brought again from the dead the great 
shepherd of the sheep.” From the earliest 
times and forms of sacrifice, the slaying 
of the sacrifice, pointed unto the death 
of an innocent sufferer as bearing the 
whole demerit of the sinner. Death had 
entered the world by sin. Therefore, that 
sin might be moved in its extreme penal- 
ty; it necessitated not only the death of 
the sacrifice; but on the other hand if 
there was to be an assurance of life from 
the dead, there must also be a resurrec- 
tion of the dead sacrifice. 


3. The great Shepherd. The writer of 
Hebrews is not unmindful of the many 
true shepherds of Israel, like Moses, Ja- 
cob, Joseph, Samuel and David. There is, 
however, presented here “the Great 
Shepherd”; and in that He was great, He 
became the “Chief Shepherd’”’ and Great 
High Priest of our profession. a. He is 
our peace, Eph. 2:14. b. This peace was 
made through the shedding of His blood, 
Acts 20:28. c. It was made by means of 
a Mediator, 2 Tim. 2:5. d. It is a better 
covenant, Heb. 8:6. It provided for our 
sins by the shedding of His blood, Heb. 
9:22; by which we are reconciled unto 
God, 2 ‘Cor. 5:18. e. It is an eternal 
covenant, Heb. 13:20; which obtained 
eternal salvation, Heb. 5:9; and an eter- 
nal redemption, Heb. 9:12; wrought 
through the eternal Spirit, Heb. 9:14. 

GEN. 3:21 
Adam also and_ to_ his 
Lord God make. skins 
and clothed them.” This event took 
place after a primary covenant was 
made, mentioned in vv. 14, 15; which 
foreshadowed the death and victory of 
Christ, the woman’s seed. After Adam 
and Eve’s sin they knew that they were 
naked, therefore, they attempted to 
clothe themselves with “fig leaves”; but 
we are not saved by works, rather 
through grace and faith, Eph. 2:8. 
Therefore, God clothed them with the 
skins of animals, which were doubtless 
slain for sacrifice, the purpose of which 
was to cover or atone for the sins of His 
creatures. 


“Unto 
wife did the 
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All sinners are naked. Heb. 4:13. Rev. 
3:18. Sacrifice divinely provided offered 
covering through the atonement, by 
which the sinning creatures were made 
heirs unto “spiritual clothing.” Rev. 3: 
18; 7:14; 2 Cor. 5:3; Zech. 3:4, 5; Lk. 
15:22. Bonar recognizes in Jehovah Elo- 
heim at the gate of Eden, clothing the 
first transgressors, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who, as the High Priest of our salva- 
tion, had a right to the skins of the 
burnt offerings (Lev. 7:8), and who, 
to prefigure His own work, appropriated 
them for covering the “pardoned pair.” 
When our bodies are presented as “ a liv- 
ing sacrifice, holy, and acceptable unto 
God” (Rom. 12:1), there and then they 
become the bottles wanted for the new 
wine of the kingdom, Matt. 9:17. Know 
ye not that your body is the temple of 
the Holy Ghost which is in you, 1 Cor. 
6:19; to this end was the purpose of 
sacrifice. 


THE ABRAHAMIC COVENANT 


“And he said unto him, Take me an 
heifer three years old, and a she goat of 
three years old, and a ram of three years 
old, and a turtle dove, and a young pig- 
eon. And he took unto him all these, and 
divided them in the midst, and laid each 
piece one against another: but the birds 
divided he not,” Gen. 15:9, 10. When a 
covenant was ratified, the custom was to 
cut the animals intended for sacrifice in 
two, and then to pass between the parts, 
Jer. 34:18, 19. The animals being cut in 
pieces, these were placed lengthwise, 
nearly opposite each other, a short dis- 
tance apart, the covenanting parties ap- 
proached at the end of the passage 
formed between these pieces, and meet- 
ing in the middle, took the customary 
oath (Bush). This was a confirmation of 
faith on the part of the covenanters. The 
transaction thus performed was a token 
and pledge of the promises of each per- 
son taking the oath. In the case of God 
making a covenant with Abraham, in 
that God was not manifested as an in- 
dividual, it was necessary that some 
sign, or symbol of divine presence be 
manifested. “And it came to pass, that, 
when the sun went down, and it was 
dark, behold a smoking furnace, ‘and a 
burning lamp that passed between the 
pieces,” v. 17. In the same day the Lord 
made a covenant with Abraham, v. 18. 
Since it was God making the covenant, it 
was not necessary that Abram stand be- 
tween the pieces, but only that God 
passed between them. 

It was a token or pledge of God's 
promises, in confirmation of Abram’s

faith as asked for in v. 8. 
The smoking furnace and 
the burning lamp were a 
twofold symbol of the glory 
of God. The smoking fur- 
nace was a symbol of divine 
wrath, perhaps signifying vengeance 
upon Israel’s persecutors as well as rep- 
resentative of the just demands of God 
against sinners. It is also thought to rep- 
resent the trials and tests of Israel, as well 
as those of Christ at Calvary, of which 
it was indicative as a sacrifice. In the 
furnace may also be seen the process of 
the great refiner, as a purifying process. 
The burning lamp was an emblem of 
divine presence, perhaps typifying Christ 
the Light of the world, upon whom the 
divine covenant was dependent for ful- 
fillment. It was also a witness of the 
light of salvation, which gives joy, as 
opposed to the testings and trials as evi- 
denced by the smoking furnace. 

To deduce that these symbols were a 
sign of justice and mercy, is an interpre- 
tation borne out by the symbols them- 
selves. When we consider a manifesta- 
tion of the smoke and fire which ap- 
peared on Sinai, when Jehovah descended 
to make a covenant with Israel, and the 
accompanying presence of the pillar of 
cloud and fire as they journeyed toward 
the promised land, we are again forced 
to but one conclusion; i. e., the divine 
presence was judicial as well as sacrifi- 
cial and victorious. 

CHRIST OUR SACRIFICE 

When Christ was made the sinner’s 
sacrifice on the altar of the cross, both 
man and God met together: man’s sins 
were fully visited upon Christ, thus God 
was propitiated by expiatory sacrifice, by 
which mankind was reconciled unto 
God, 2 Cor. 5:19. When the angel 
blessed Jacob, after a long, hard wrestle, 
“he touched the hollow of his thigh; and 
the hollow of Jacob’s thigh was out of 
joint,” Gen. 32:25. It should not be out 
of order to think that here was in some 
sense a ratification of the Abrahamic 
covenant with his seed; in sum and in 
substance such point of view is sustained 
by exact circumstance. Turning to Psalm 
22:14, where Christ as a sacrifice is pro- 
phetically in view, the prophet describ- 
ing the scene has thus written, “I am 
poured out like water, all my bones are 
out of joint: my heart is like wax; it is 
melted in the midst of my bowels.” Are 
we not here to see a picture of ratifica- 
tion of the Abrahamic covenant? Christ 
the sacrifice, with His bones out of joint, 
and His heart melted like wax, both gave 
evidence of severing of the sacrifice, as 
well as the divine wrath and _ testings. 
The point of argument is that in Christ 
dying in the sinner‘s stead, with His 
bones out of joint and melted or broken 
heart, that compliance with the Abra-

GERMANY TURNS PAGAN 
Keith L. Brooks, writing in Prophecy, 
states that “In Berlin’s largest auditori- 
um, under the protection of Hitler’s 
Brown Shirts, a gigantic rally of these 
pagans has recently been held. Over 12,- 
000 delegates cheered speakers who de- 
nounced Christianity as unworthy of he- 
roic Germans. Prof. Jacob Hauer, for- 
mer Lutheran missionary to India, 
likened Hitler to a Messiah and _ said: 
“God has not revealed Himself to any 
so-called Jews, but to us through our 
Fuehrer to enable us to accomplish our 
great mission.”

RELIGIOUS HOSTILITY WANES 
Literary Digest writing on conditions 
in Russia states that newspapers report 
that divorce laws are being tightened in 
Russia and that children must be taught 
to honor their father and mother. This 
is a step backward from communism 
which cannot exist if the home is to be 
revived and honored. The Digest further 
states that traditional hostility to re- 
ligion, too, seems to be weakening under 
the softening influences of time. The 
churches, it was reported, were filled at 
Easter. ‘Some antireligious pamphlets 
were distributed, urging people not to 
attend church, but the state radio pro- 
grams omitted the usual antireligious 
exhortation and there was no more mo- 
lestation of those who desired to observe 
the anniversary of the resurrection.” 
That both Russia and Mexico seem to be 
relaxing in their drive against Christiani- 
ty is evidence of a stubborn state of re- 
sistance, existing on the part of Christi- 
anity itself and that it is not and will not 
be so easily put down as opposers think. 
The Scriptures evidence that even Anti- 
christ will find no way of destroying re- 
ligion except by extermination through 
death, Rev. 6:9; 13:15.

CHURCH MEMBERSHIP GAINS 
According to reports given by George 


school 
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Linn Kieffer, president, Association Re- 
ligious Statisticians of America, the year 
1934 showed a favorable increase in gain 
of church membership. A report of 207 
religious bodies gave 244,201 ministers, 
244.565 churches, and a __ total 
membership of 62,035,638. There 
was a gain in the year 1934 of 4,765 
ministers, 2,565 churches and 1,223,064 
total membership. The gains for 1933 
were 7,442 ministers, 1,189 churches 
and 655,232 members. While some of 
these increases may represent only a mere 
church membership, yet it is indicative 
that America is still religiously inclined 
and looks more favorably toward Chris- 
tian religion than toward other societies, 
either opposed to or advocated to take 
its place.

CALIFORNIA AND COMMUNISM 

Despite the fact that California is, in 
some sections, a kind of a hotbed for 
communism, the state laid new emphasis 
on its determination to keep free schook 
freed from radical exploitation. A recent 
bill was entered on the statute books 
forbidding the use of school buildings 
for mass meetings by any group organ- 
ized to overthrow the government. This 
bill has the signature of Gov. Frank F. 
Merriam who viewed it as one of the 
most important measures acted upon by 
the fifty-first legislature. Despite radi- 
calism and liberality in government cir- 
cles in Washington, in different states 
there is decided check being made on 
these subversive and radical influences.

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“Ghe Bible a Special, Divine Revelation 


D. C. BaRNEs 


ANY times we meet those who 

hold that the Bible is false. For 
centuries Christianity has met great op- 
position, but it still exists. The Bible, a 
book for the guidance and discipline of 
character, is the only adequate explana- 
tion of the fact that Christianity is still 
growing regardless of its opposers. 

The Bible is a special, divine revelation. 
If we can prove this, the skeptics and 
critics will have no comeback, for if the 
Bible is true the whole system of the 
Christian religion is true. Thus, we see 
the importance of proving the Bible to 
be divinely inspired. 

The Bible teaches God to be personal. 
If there is a personal God, it is very pro- 
bable that He would reveal Himself in a 
personal way. Moreover, ought not every 
one to rejoice in believing that God is 
personal and can come to man’s help in 
a clear, definite, loving way, just as the 
Bible reveals? 

It is also possible that God could have 
given to man such a revelation. A being 
who could not reveal himself above the 
natural order of his creation would be a 
very limited god, and therefore could not 
be the true God. God will not permit 
Himself to be entangled in His own 
creation, but is Master over the universe. 

When we look at the world today we 
see the need of such a divine revelation 
as the Bible, to be great. The status of 
the heathen world proves this need. They 
have had mere human reason and light 
of nature to guide them thru all the 
centuries. Have the results been success- 
ful or satisfactory? Is there an infidel 
who would exchange our Christian civili- 
zation for that of the heathen? Why, 
then, is this civilization of America ad- 
vanced far beyond that of the heathen 
world? It is simply this: This country 
was founded and is now based on Christi- 
anity, while the heathen world has no 
divine revelation for their guidance. 

Moreover, no two philosophers agree in 
their speculations. The early philosophers 
undermined one another’s theories; but 
among believers in the Bible, tho there 
are differences of opinion in minor mat- 
ters, the differences are not fundamental. 
Therefore, God made a book, which is 
the best method of preserving the truth 
in its integrity and transmitting it from 
generation to generation. Is it not reason- 
able to believe that God would do this? 

We who are Christians know there is 
no substitute for our great religion, 
Christianity. The rejection of Christiani- 
ty means the validity of knowledge of 
nihilism. If we fail to accept the Bible 
then we must admit that we know noth- 
ing about God, creation, man’s origin, 


destiny and purpose, or about anything 
of greatest importance. With Christians 
it 1s Christianity or no religion at all! 

There is taught in the Bible three pro- 
found and rational doctrines: the doc- 
trine of God; the doctrine of man; and 
the doctrine of salvation. 


No other book sets forth so deep and 
rational a doctrine of God. The Bible 
teaches God to be personal, and that is a 
great and satisfying conception. He is 
holy, loving, just, and can feel, know, 
and will. God is one who cares for His 
creation, especially for the rational and 
sentiment beings He has brought into ex- 
istence. He is all-powerful and all-wise, 
therefore, He is able to thwart anything 
contrary to His divine will. Is not this 
a great teaching, the very attributes 
which every one can love? 

We must remember tha: this wonder- 
ful doctrine of God is taught clearly and 
consistently from the first book of the 
Bible to the last. What will account for 
this? The only adequate explanation is 
that the Bible is a divinely inspired book! 
It was written by about thirty-six dif- 
ferent authors, in different countries, 
separated by about 1,600 years, yet the 
Bible throughout teaches the same great 
doctrines regarding God, man, morality, 
salvation and immortality. How could 
authors, who lived centuries apart, write 
a book with so great a conception of 
God, yet without a contradiction? What 
will adequately explain the cause of its 
unity? That it was all God-breathed! 
Note also the Old and New Testaments 
are in perfect harmony and organically 
connected, Surely they were divinely in- 
spired! 

One striking feature of the Bibic is its 
doctrine of pure monotheism (one God). 
When other nations surrounding the 
Hebrews were steeped in polytheism and 
animism, the Hebrews themselves held a 
great conception of God. How did they 
come by their superior knowledge of 
God unless it was by divine revelation? 

There are only three religions in the 
world today that are monotheistic (Ju- 
daism, Mohammedanism, and Christiani- 
ty), and all of them drew their concep- 
tion of God from the Bible. This is a 
strong proof of the divine inspiration of 
the Bible. ; 

The doctrine of man is, also, consis- 
tently taught in the Bible. Man, accord- 
ing to God’s Word, is a personal, moral, 
free, spiritual being, created in the di- 
vine image of God; capable of choosing 
between right and wrong; able not to sin 
or to sin, but if he does sin, redeemable 
and worth saving. 

The doctrine of salvation is forcibly 
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set forth in the Bible, too. Man was 
created in the divine image, a free, sent- 
ient, rational being; then when he fell in- 
to sin and trouble, the loving God who 
created him immediately inaugurated a 
plan for saving him; and this plan, car- 
ried consistently thru the Old Testa- 
ment dispensation, came to pass in the 
New Testament, when the eternal Son 
of God came to earth, took upon Him- 
self the form of flesh, died, shed His 
blood, and thus redeemed him, bringing 
him back into spiritual accord with Him. 

Are not these exalted doctrines? In 
fact, it is above the human power of 
conception. What could account for this 
unity in teaching? Only the fact that the 
Bible was divnely inspired! Many have 
said that the Bible was written by nat- 
ural men with their own human rea- 
son. If that is so, the natural man wrote 
something that he does not understand. 
Furthermore, why don’t you who believe 
this write a book similar to, or even 
greater, than the Bible and make a for- 
tune from the work? It is simply above 
human conception to conceive of such 
exalted doctrines as taught in the Bible. 

The Bible also teaches the purest 
ethics. From the creation God pro- 
nounced everything “very good.” When 
He inspired the authors of the Bible to 
write that great Book, He emphasized 
ethical purity. 


The Bible is not only ethical but sober 
in all its teachings, The most momentous 
events are written in a calm, simple, 
way. Christ and His apostles were sober 
in their teachings regardless of how ex- 
citing or momentous the cause might be. 
This shows that the Bible was inspired 
by a supernatural being. The design of 
the Bible proves intelligence, and intel- 
ligence indicates personality; personality 
denotes God. 

The Bible is balanced in its teaching 
which proves the Book to be inspired. 
Every human system overstresses or un- 
derstresses and thus becomes defective 
and one-sided to that extent. Idealism de- 
nies the reality of matter while material- 
ism denies the existence of mind. But 
Christianity teaches both mind and mat- 
ter to exist. Which is more reasonable to 
believe? Deism, Pantheism, Secularism, 
all have one-sided views and doctrines, 
but Christianity stays balanced. 

We also notice that the Word of God 
satisfies man’s longing for a superna- 
tural Being. Man has a tendency to wor- 
ship something, which proves that there 
is a God. Man realizes he is weak within 
himself, but the Bible strengthens man’s 
conscious weakness, It gives a postive as- 
surance of truth which every Christian 
has experienced. When trials and tempta- 
tions arise the Word of God affords com- 
fort. Is there any other book that gives

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HE prophecies 

of greater bless- 
ing for Israel an 
for the world, clus- 
ter around the 
promises of Messiah’s reign on the 
throne of His father David. His return, 
therefore, is the grand event, heralded 
from beginning to end of the sacred 
Word, toward which the age is rapidly 
moving. It is, moreover, the only hope 
for a war-torn and sin-ridéen world. 

The Word of God does not leave us in 
darkness as to the manner of the age’s 
end or as to the events with which it 
shall terminate. When shall the world see 
Israel’s King? What shall transpire be- 
fore His appearing? Dark days are ap- 
proaching—the culmination and the out- 
pouring of God’s wrath against sin. 
Like a huge cloud on the horizon looms 
the Great Tribulation. also spoken of as 
the “day of Jacob’s trouble” (Jer. 39:7), 
“their affliction” (Hosea 5:15), the 
time of God’s “indignation,” “anger,” 
“fury,” (Isa. 63:1-6), and “the day of 
the Lord’s vengeance” (Isa. 34:8) which 
shall fall upon Gentiles as well as Jews. 

FOREBODINGS OF BATTLE 

Ezekiel, in chapters 38 and 39, tells of 
the armies “out of the uttermost parts ot 
the north” (38:15), of “Gog, of the 
land of Magog, the prince of Rosh, 
Meshech, and Tubal’ (38:2). These 
names are easily identified, for Rosh, 
Meshech, and Tubal are old forms of 
Russia, Moscow, and Tobolsk. How sig- 
nificant, then, is the fact that in its re- 
newed’ five-year program Russia is pre- 
paring the largest army of all time, pur- 
posing to train sixty million men and 
women for military service. 

“In the latter years’? (38:8) these 
armies shall “go up to the land of un- 
walled villages” (38:11). It is an inter- 
esting fact that all of the new Jewish 
settlements are unwalled. 

They shall go “against the waste places 
that are not inhabited, and against the 
people that are gathered out of the na- 
tions, that have gottefi cattle and goods, 
that dwell in the midst of the earth” 
(38:12). There is only one people that 
is gathered out of the nations, that has 
returned with wealth to re-establish it- 
self in its former homeland and to re- 
build the waste places in the midst of 
the earth. It is readily seen from any 
wor'd map that Palestine is the approx- 
imate center of land area. There can be 
no doubt, therefore, that Israel and 
Palestine are to be the unhappy objects 
of this attack. 

These hordes shall “go up... . to take 
spoil” (38:12). Among various objéc- 
tions to a literal interpretation of this 
passage, even so excellent a commentary 
as that of Jamaison, Fausset, and Brown 
says: ‘““The:whole spoil of Israel could not 
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have given a handful to a tithe of their 
number, or maintained the myriads of 
invaders a single day.” In recent years, 
however, a storehouse of spoil has been 
discovered in that land greater than is to 
be found aaywhere in all the earth. This 
stupendous wealth, found in the Dead 
Sea, is quite sufficient to stir the jeal- 
ousies of all nations. 

The new Haifa harbor has become the 
chief seaport of Palestine. Haifa is the 
gateway to the great plain of Esdraelon, 
also known as Megiddo, famous for its 
many batt'es, The valley of Megiddo is 
therefore the natural gathering-place for 
the armies which shall engage in the bat- 
tle of Rev. 16:14-16, to which the con- 
flict of Ezekiel 38 and 39 is probably a 
sequel. 

Thus we see in our day the shaping of 
events which shall easily culminate in the 
greatest holocaust of slaughter in all his- 
tory. Whether its name is Armageddon, 
or, as Doctor Gaebelein believes, it shall 
eventuate soon after the Lord has as- 
sumed the reins of government in the 
earth, the fact that we see the propheti- 
cally described war-clouds looming large 
upon the horizon causes a solemnity of 
anticipation, mingled with the joyful ex- 
pectation of better things to succeed the 
days of distress. 

JEWS AT THE WAILING WALL 

For hundreds of years, with brief 
interruptions, Jews have been  accus- 
tomed to gather at the Wailing Wall, 
outside the west wall of the ancient 
Temple area in Jerusalem. The more de- 
vout among them are looking earnestly 
for the coming of their promised Mes- 
siah, believing, as they have abundant 
reason to do, in view of the present de- 
velopments in their land, that His com- 
ing is near. 

The prayers at the Wailing Wall are 
based chiefly on the 79th Psalm (and 
similar passages) where we read in part: 
“O God, the heathen are come _ into 
thine inheritance, (since for hundreds of 
years Arabs have been in possession of 
the land) ; thy holy temple have they de- 
filed (by the presence of a Mohammedan 


mosque upon the Temple site);... We 
are become a reproach to our neighbors 
(the Arabs, who dislike having the 


Jews as neighbors),....How long, 
Lord, wilt thou be angry forever?.... 
Pour out thy wrath upon the heathen 
that have not known thee, ( a petition 
which will be granted, yet not the re- 
quired confession of Israel’s own ~ tni- 
quity) ...O remember not against us 
former iniquities ( a plea which is to be 
graciously answered when Israel shall 
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have confessed her 
great iniquity—Ho- 
sea 14:2, 4) for we 
are brought very 
low.” 

As yet the nation Israel has not made 
confession of the iniquity by reason of 
which her punishment still continues. 
“The day of vengeance of our God” is 
drawing near (Isa. 61:2-4) when His 
righteous wrath against sin shall be 
poured out upon “the Jew first” and 
“also the Gentile” (Rom. 2:9). Yet 
thereafter He shall “appoint unto them 
that mourn in Zion, to give unto them 
beauty for ashes, the oil of joy for 
mourning, the garment of praise for the 
spirit of heaviness: that they might be 
called trees of righteousness, the planting 
of the Lord, that He might be glorified. 
And they shall build the old wastes, they 
shall raise up the former desolations, anJ 
they shall repair the waste cities, the de- 
solations of many generations.” So shail 
those upon whom God’s wrath falls most 
heavily experience most fully the delight 
and blessing of His restored favor. We 
have no choice but to accept as literal 
both God’s warnings of judgment and 
His promises of blessing. “For thus saith 
the Lord: Like as I have brought all this 
great evil upon this people (literally and 
in detail, as we have seen), so will I 
bring upon them all the good that I have 
promised them” (Jer. 32:42). 

THE TRIUMPHAL ENTRY 
PRECURSOR OF MESSIAH’S 
TRIUMPH 

Each year a group gathers on Palm 
Sunday for a devotional service at old 
ruins above Bethany, and then follows 
the age-worn path over which Jesus and 
His discip'es went from Bethany to Jeru- 
salem on the day of His so-called trium- 
phal entry into the city. On the summit 
of the mount stands the tower marking 
the place where His feet last touched the 
earth before He ascended to the Father. 


As one reaches the top, Jerusalem sud- 


denly breaks upon the vision in beauti- 
ful panorama. Here the multitude met 
the Lord and, spreading garments and 
palm branches in His path, shouted: 
“Hosanna to the Son of David: Blessed 
is he that cometh in the name of the 
Lord; Hosanna in the highest” (Mt. 21: 
9; Psa. 118:26). Thus the common peo- 
ple with gladness of heart received Him 
as the promised Messiah. Not so the San- 
hedrin: these rulers of the people main- 
tained a determined opposition, and by 
subtle manipulations changed the super- 
ficial favor of the crowd to an insistent 
clamor for His crucifixion. (See Isa. 3: 
12; 9:16; Jer. 50:6; Isa. 53:6). 

“And when he was come near, he be- 
held the city, and wept over it, saying: 
If thou hadst known, even thou, at least

EIGHT WEEKS IN MAYA-LAND 
GUATEMALA, C. A. 
By J. H. IncRaM 


INTRODUCTION 


Our readers are in, all probability 
more interested in what is going on in 
Guatemala today in the way of mission 
work, than they are in that which 
transpired in the dim and_ distant past. 
However, a little Mayan legend may be 
of interest to some, so I hope the follow- 
ing may at least furnish some food for 
thought. It must be remembered that 
these people had no “Bible account” of 
the creation, etc., as we have today. 


RELIGION 


The great Mayan (pronounced May- 
yahn) people, like the Aztecs, were very 
religious. They believed in “the trinity,’ 
that the Godhead existed in three per- 
sons; namely, ‘“Hunaphpu,” “Guku- 
matz,” and “Hurakain,” titled invisible 
creator, feathered serpent, and the rain 
god. (Compare “Hurakain” with the 
Spanish ‘“Huracan” — “Hurricane.’’) 
These three gods are said to have cried 
out in unison, saying, “Earth,” and it 
was then that the world was _ formed. 
Man was first made of clay and later 
destroyed because of his wickedness. 
Other men were made of wood, but a 
great flood followed, which caused the 
wooden men to rot, and the birds pecked 
out the eyes of all but a few, who fled to 
the mountains to become the ancestors 
of the monkeys which swing in the trees 
today. (Note the contrast between this 
ancient tradition and the modern theory 
of evolution—that men sprang from 
monkeys. ) 

These people also believed that other 
gods existed, there being both good and 
evil ones among them, the one class 
warring against the other. The most 
dreaded of these was “Alpuch,” the god 
of death, better known as “the black 
captain.”” Then there was the “invisible 
creator god,” whose likeness no one ap- 
parently ever attempted to depict. And 
although they did not believe in a ma- 
terial resurrection, they believed that 
the souls of the righteous were forever 
feasting, dancing, and resting beneath an 
enormous tree, while in “Mitnal” (hell) 
below the souls of the wicked were sub- 
jected to ingenious tortures, among 
which was-punishment by cold. Hell 
was, according to their theory, presided 
over by “Hunaphpau,” the prince of de- 
vils. 

HISTORY 
We are no-longer dealing with leg- 
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the Ma- 


ends, but with facts, for while 
yans are a prehistoric people in a sense, 


there have been recovered certain his- 
torical accounts, in the unearthing of 
ruined cities, buried beneath the dirt and 
rubbish accumulated through the pas: 
centuries, which point to the fact that 
these people had attained tc a high state 
of civilization which antedates_ that of 
ours by hundreds, perhaps thousands, of 
years. 


In places the country is literallw 
strewn with hewn stones and_ carved 
images—many of unbelievable size— 


which once went into the building of 
their temples. Numbers of these struc- 
tures were unearthed in a partial state 
of preservation, and restored. using the 
original stones. In these davs of storms, 
floods, and earthquakes, :n divers places 
—as the Scriptures foretold—metn are 
going back to the ancient Mayan style 
of architecture, in hopes that their 
houses will stand against tne ravages of 
nature; but all these material things are 
to be shaken to the very foundation, 
“not one stone shall be left an- 
other.”

The writer having been near the epi- 
center of the great earthquake which 
struck southern California on March 10, 
1933, recalls the panicky scene which 
followed as hundreds of stately buildings 
were partially or totally reduced to ruins 
in about eleven’ seconds, with property 
damage running into millions, with a 
hundred or two left dead and __ several 
thousand, more or less, seriously injured. 
The only safe place to build is on the 
Rock Christ Jesus, for there we may 
stand and say with the poets, “I’m on 
the Rock at last; my feet have found a 
resting place,” and, “How firm a foun- 
dation.”” To be sure Jesus is “a rock in 
a weary land, a shelter in the time of 
storm.” 

With reference to the prehistoric man 
of Central America, the famous explorer, 
F, A. Mitchell-Hedges, who is a mem- 
ber of the Maya Committee of the Brir- 
ish Museum in London, England, made 
certain archaeological discoveries in the 
Bay Islands off the coast of Honduras, 
near the Guatemalar line, in 1934, which 
go to show that this was a great civilized 
center at one time, which dated back to 
a period before the flood, in all proba- 
bility perhaps to the time before Adam, 
wheh the world was without form and 
void and was overflowed with water, as 
there exist signs of volcanic eruption and 
a general upheaval, with-a lost city lying 
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partly buried beneath the Caribbean Sea. 
THE GUATEMALAN CAMPAIGN 


Seven of the eight weeks spent in 
Guatemala were taken up with actual 
missionary work on the field, the last 
week I was occupied with making the 
arrangements for my departure and get- 
ting out of the country. During the time 
of our campaign we visited all of the 
sixteen mission stations already — estab- 
lished, and held three conventions in the 
main centers. Also, we opened up a new 
station in the Indian village of Chuixac 
and held one service in a neighboring 
Landino city. The presiding elder of this 
church followed up our meetings regu- 
larly and was in the altar praying for the 
Holy Ghost, and before I left he sent 
for us to come and set the Church of 
God in order, which I left for Brother 
Furman to do as it was time for me to 
move on. 

Fourteen of these congregations are al- 
ready functioning as churches with a 
membership of around seven hundred. 
and there are many more calls coming 
in. We had wonderful meetings every- 
where with nice crowds in attendance 
Soldiers and army officers were posted 
in the back of the house with their guns 
and swords at times when the crowds 
were sO great, to insure order, and we 
had judges and other officials in atten- 
dance. Our people mostly belong to the 
Quiche tribe which is one of the largest 
descending from the Mayas. They have 
been forced back by the advance of civil- 
ization until they are obliged to dwell in 
the fastness of the mountains surrounded 
by cliffs and forges and great forests of 
pine, mountain oak, etc. The soil is very 
fertile, as a rule, and they have little 
difficulty in “digging x living” out of 
the ground with their big ‘‘azadones’’— 
hoes. In all my travels I saw only one 
ox team plowing. The cultivating and 
reaping is all done by hand, the hillsides 
were dotted everywhere with “threshing 
floors.”” The wheat is strewn around in a 
circle, in the center of which is a post 
fixed for attaching the animal—usually 
a burro or ox, which goes around, first 
one way then the other, tramping out 
the grain. This process over, workers 
come along with large wooden forks, 
pitch the straw to one side, after which 
the grain is scooped up and _ sifted in 
sieves made of skins, to remove the dirt. 
On certain days the wheat is taken to 
the “‘o'd-fashioned” water mill where it 
is ground into flour. 

The houses are made of native adobe 
(mud bricks) and whitewashed without 
and within and covered with red Spanish 
tile. They have large walled enclosures 
with living quarters within, and space 
for their . animals . (domestic stock), 
chickens, ete. Also their grain — is 
stored in bins which are usually installed 
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in the living room. In this way protec- 
tion is afforded against thieves and also 
the mountain lions, tigers, and wolves, 
which play havoc with the sheep espec- 
ially. The Quiche country is located at 
an altitude of from around 6,000 to 
11,000 feet above the sea, and they have 
many sheep and weave beautiful blank- 
ets, etc., from the wool thus obtained. 
They weave all their cotton goods by 
hand likewise, exhibiting some of the 
most beautiful patterns imaginable. They 
surely go in for colors, and almost every 
home has its loom for weaving cloth. 

With the exception of the “Lacon- 
dones,” the Guatemalan Indians are 
somewhat civilized, although they are 
still quite wary of the white man—and 
justly so. They are more or less a “law 
to themselves,” especially is this true 
when it comes to family life, taking 
their wives in marriage, etc. We teach 
them of the need to come _ before the 
authorities and have their marriage le- 
galized once they are saved. Six couples 
were thus married during my visit to the 
field. A very interesting phase of my 
trip was an Indian wedding where five 
couples of our believers were married 
jointly. The wedding took place about 
eighteen miles from the Central Station 
in the town of Chiquimula Santa Maria. 
The contracting parties sent messengers 
a distance of fifteen miles on foot over 
the mountains to invite us to the wed- 
ding and feast that was to follow. Then 
when they returned with our message of 
acceptance, horses were sent to ride and 
carry our packs, bedding, etc. The route 
led us up and over a mountain about 
11,000 feet high. There had fallen a big 
hail or mountain snow the night before 
and it was-‘very cold in the morning with 
the hail and “hominy snow” covering 
the ground to a depth of several inches 
and drifted in places to a depth of about 
two feet. The crowd was on hand when 
we arrived and we marched down the 
street to the court house. It was a color- 
ful parade, with the folks dressed in their 
peculiar tribal costumes. While waiting 
for the judge to summon us within, the 
men either stood or found seats on the 
few benches that were placed about the 
plaza, while the women and girls doubled 
their feet back under them and sat down 
in the street, It took an hour for the 
ceremony, after which we marched to a 
building donated for the occasion, par- 
took of the supper, after which services 
were held. The writer spoke in Spanish on 
“The Marriage Supper of the Lamb,” af- 
ter which Don Jose Maria Enriquez inter- 
preted it in the dialect. The Spirit of the 
Lord was present to bless. 

The present-day religion of these 
Maya descendants apparently is a mixture 
of idolatry, witchcraft, and Romen 
Catholicism. We encountered several of 
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their “high places” in our travels where 
the “brujas,” better known as priests or 
witch doctors, were burning the sacri- 
fices upon altars of stone. Returning 
from one of the out-stations, where we 
had been to a Sunday service, we came 
upon one of these sorcerers who had set 
up his altar in a‘cave on the brink of 
the very high cliff where he was: offer- 
ing up his sacrifices. We stopped out of 
curiosity to see what was going on and 
before we had time to realize what was 
coming off, two wild looking women 
came running and at the same_ time 
madly waving two dangerous looking 
weapons which consisted of a reef hook 
and a “machete”—a long knife. I could 
imagine my head rolling down the pre- 
cipice with my dead body tumbling af- 
ter, later to become food for the hungry 
buzzards. To be sure we did not crowd 
the “ladies” from—the Lord only knows 
where. 


CONCLUSION 
These people are inclined to be fa- 
natic and idolatrous, though connected 


with the Catholic church. I spent the 
“Semana Santa,” Holy or Easter week in 
Totonicapan, and every idol in town 
seemed to be out on parade, often into 
the middle of the night. The “idol pa- 
rades” were daily occurrences. The 
images were carried upon catafaulques, 
borne on the shoulders of from two to 
thirty or more men, depending upon the 
size of the “god” in question. They 
would bow to and kiss their respective 
“saints” (?) with all reverence. 

It is gratifying to note however, that 
these folks make good Christians when 
they get saved. They surely do get on 


; the ““war-whoop” for Jesus. Not one dis- 
/ senting voice was heard as being opposed 


to the Church of God or its teaching, 
which is indeed wonderful when you 
come to dealing with several hundred In- 
dians of this type. It was like a funeral 
when I left and I shed not a few tears 
myself, and as respects our missionaries, 
Brother and Sister Furman, we have ev- 
ery reason to be proud of them and their 
efforts being put forth in this field. 
They treated me very kindly and broth- 
crly and seemed to neither spare time nor 
means in their efforts to make me com- 
fortable. They are held in high esteem by 
the natives. 

In regard to El Salvador, I failed to 
hear from the president to whom I had 
written, and at last telegraphed to the 
minister of foreign relations with no an- 
swer after twenty-four hours, so I 
dropped this republic from my itinerary 
and sailed directly for Costa Rica, where 
I am at this writing, after spending 
twelve days at sea. I have about three 
weeks’ work here after which I leave for 
South America. Please pray for me, es- 
pecially for my body as I was injured in 
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a fall five weeks ago. I was sleeping in 2 
canvas hammock about eight feet above 
the floor in order to get out of reach of 
the fleas and other insects, and the thing 
upset with me in the night and threw 
me out on my head, my side striking a 
tabled coved in a couple of ribs on my 
right lung, causing an injury which I 
will likely carry to my grave, and may 
hasten my going there unless the Lord 
helps me.

hamic covenant was here in complete 
fulfillment which occasioned acceptance 
on God’s part. Christ in the act of sac- 
rifice died as deep a death as that of the 
slain sacrifice. He was swept by the di- 
vine fires of wrath in retribution. These 
were visited upon Him dismembering His 
body on the cross, not titerally, but in 
process of divine judgment, in complete 
fulfillment of Old Testament order of 
sacrifice, i. e., cut to pieces, here out of 
joint, etc. 


OUR ACCEPTANCE OF GOD’S 
COVENANT 


“Diabolos” is the Greek word as used 
to translate ‘‘devil”; which means a cul- 
minator, slanderer, a treacherous 1n- 
former. The word comes from “‘diabal- 
low,” meaning to throw or thrust 
through or over, to defame, to 
inform against. In the act of decep- 
tion at the hand of the devil, man- 
kind had been thrust through by im- 
bibing the impurity of sin, and the spirit 
of the deceiver. That the effects of such 
sin might be completely removed, God 
purposes complete renovation. Such is 
expressed in the act of death itself. It is 
further attested by the symbols of divine 
wrath and salvation as evidenced by the 
smoking furnace and the burning lamp 
passing between the members of the sac- 
rifice. There is complete visitation and 
overthrow of evil in the creation. In the 
following we behold the process in ac- 
tion: 

“For the word of God is quick (liv- 
ing) and powerful, and sharper than any 
twoedged sword, piercing even to the di- 
viding asunder of soul and spirit, and of 
the joints and marrow, and is a discern- 
er of the thoughts and intents of the 
heart,” Heb. 4:12. The Word of God 1s 
a living sword, effective in its operation; 
it thrusts through and through, exposing 
to judgment the whole inner being, in 
effecting redemption based upon the 
slain sacrifice of the Lamb of God that 
taketh away the sin of the world. We 
may not escape a revelation of the in- 
ner or secret conscience. Such is the di- 
vine method used to exterminate the 
works of Satan. Another such _ expo- 
sition as is here mentioned, has its paral- 
lel in 1 Thess. 5:23. ‘And the very God 
-of peace sanctify you wholly; and I pray 


God your whole spirit, and soul, and 
body, be preserved blameless unto the 
coming of the Lord Jesus Christ.” 


“Wholly” is the exact equivalent of 
“spirit, soul and body”. The Greek word 
used for “wholly” is “holotelos”: “‘holos” 
meaning all, whole, entire; and “‘telos” 
meaning an end attained, consummation, 
closing act. What God purposed to do 
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was to sanctify us all the way out to the 
end; i. e., leaving no part not entirely set 
apart or consecrated. The method as used 
in sanctification is the same as used in 
confirming the Abrahamic covenant; 
God passes between the pieces of the sac- 
rifice, cleansing and exterminating the 
effects of sin that we may be holy. Such 
is the means and method by which God 
accepts and makes us His own.

in this thy day, the things which be- 
long unto thy peace! but now they are 
hid from thine eyes. For the days shall 
come upon thee, that thine enemies shail 
cast a trench about thee, and compass 
thee round, and keep thee in on every 
side, and shall lay thee even with the 
ground, and thy children within thee; 
and they shall not leave in thee one stone 
upon another; because thou knewest not 
the time of thy visitation” (Luke 19:41- 
44.) His approaching rejection by the 
nation, the destruction of the Temple, 
the desecration of that sacred spot by the 


erection of a Mohammedan mosque, and 
the scattering of the Chosen People,—all 
these impending events were within the 
view of the omniscient Lord. Who can 
fathom the yearning love that found ex- 
pression in His tears and in the sad la- 
ment over Jerusalem? 

Within a few days He was crucified. 
Less than forty years later the city and 
the Temple were utterly destroyed, the 
people scattered, the Sanhedrin  dis- 
banded, and national life completely dis- 
rupted. For thirteen centuries the 
mosque of the Mohammedans, reversed 
and guarded with fanatical zeal, has oc- 
cupied the commanding site of the Tem- 
ple, His Father’s house. A thousand 
years before Mohammed’s birth, Ezekiel 
had foretold the coming of the Moslems. 
For God said through him, “The land is 
full of bloody crimes, and the city is full 
of violence. Wherefore I will bring the 
worst of the heathen, and they shall pos- 
sess their houses; and their holy places 
shall be defiled” (Ezek. 7:23, 24). Who 
have deserved the title, “the worst of the 
heathen,” more than the fanatical Mo- 
hammedan and the terrible Turk? Down 
through the centuries their names have 
spelled cruelty to defenseless people and 
virulent opposition to the true faith. Yet 
it is these who have possessed the Holy 
City and defiled the place of the sanc- 
tuary for many centuries.—“ Palestine 
and the Jew Today in the Light of 
Prophecy.”
